Bears Say the High Prices Can’t 
Last, but the Bulls Point 
to Statistics and Say 
They Can. 


' Dollar wheat was almost in sight Thurs- 
Gay. 

The market went up with unexpected 
velocity until it touched 90 cents for Sep- 
tember. 

The bears keep shaking their heads. They 
say it ie a dangerous market and will take 
a tumble that will be killing to the bulis. 

But in the meantime the bulls are having 


everything their own way. The scenes of 


excited interest on the floor of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange showed a condition of 


prices unusual and full of possibilities. 
September wheat closed Wednesday after- 


noon at 8i%c. Early Thursday morning the 
heavy operators of the preceding day were 
In their places, and the market opened at 
RE%C. In a short while there was !nfdrma- 
tion that the Chicago operators were buy- 
ing heavily, and a stampede of the shorts 
had followed. 

Then the St. Louls market began to climb. 
Rapidly it went by fractions to 89%, thence 
to 88% and then to 9. This was a trifie 
Steep, even for the bulls, and it is said not 


over 2,000 bushels changed hands at that 
fianre 

In a few moments the price got a down- 
ward tendency, slowly falling to 88%, then 
up again to 89%, down to 88%, and forward 
once more to 89%, where it held tenaciously 
at the noon hour. 

Trading in the pit was quieter than uéual. 
Big operators were on the floor, and even 
the call board lacked, tts customary clatter 
and confusion, though there was a momen- 
tary outbreak when September wheat 
touched £9% on the second rebound. 

The trading was confined almost entirely 
to September and December wheat. The 
latter fell below September, which was a 
weak feature, but cash wheat ran up on 
call to 89 cents bid, and no offers. 

According to the bull argument, the rea- 
fon for this upward movement of wheat 
is simple enough. Tt {fs caused by an un- 
wonted foreign demand. A cable from the 
London Times Thursday morming declared 
that 12% per cent more wheat than usual 
would be needed !n Europe this year to 
make good the short crops in Russia, 
France and Austro-Hungary, and that only 
the United States was in a position to meet 
the demand. 

The world’s visible and the European vis- 
{ble supply are the lowest in many years, 
while even the visible in this country ts 
the lowest since 1891. The crops are up to 
the average, but the farmers are holding 
their grain for the advanced prices. 

In both St. Louls and Chicago there is a 
great rush of buyers. Trading is confined 
to the elevators, exporters and large oper- 
ators, which for a time has ehut out the 
little fellows, who enake more noise than 
money. 

It has been many years since wheat 
reached 8 cents, and on ‘Change Thursday 
the jubliant bulis deciared the advanced 


prices had come to stay awhile—at least un- 
til the farmers reieased the _r wheat and be- 
gan to distribute the resultant prosperity.

The young lady received these injuries in 
an exciting accident, while riding a pony at

When the animal had gained a good speed 
he threw her from his back, her foot 
caught in the stirrup and she was dragged 
over the rough ground beside the fright- 
ened horse for a hundred yards. 

Miss Collins, who Is a pretty blonde, 24 
years old, Nving with her mother at 2417 
O'Fallon street, went to the Highlands in 
the afternoon with her young friend, Mamie 
Carroll of Eighteenth and Biddle streets. 
After enjoying the many amusements they 
mounted ponies for a ride about the circu ar 
track. 

Miss Collins says she picked out a black 
pony that appeared more active than the 
others, while her companion chose a sleepy 
little white animal. 

While lying on what is thought may prove 
her death bed at the hospital and suffering 
intense pain from the wrenched back and 
other injuries, she told how she beat Mamie 
Carroll about the track several] times. 

“Once I passed her,’ she said between 
groans, “and I turned around in my saddle 
to laugh at her, to make her feel sorry sne 
did not have a ewifter horse. 

‘“T was laughing at her and never looked 
where the horse was going, when suddenly 
he jumped sidewards and threw me off. 

“My head struck the ground an awful 
blow and I heard my collar bone snap. It 


hurt dreadfully. 
“My foot caught in the stirrup and I 
could not get it out. I was dragged over 
the ground for what seemed hours before 
the horse was stopped. I was bounced up 
and down and was turned over and over, 


each turn giving a new wrench to my back | 


and a more severe twist to my ankle and 


leg. 

“After being thrown up In the air I would 
land on a clod of hard dirt that would 
souge its sharp points into my already suf- 
ering fleah, and I have a vivid recollection 
of my face scraping over the harrowed 
track. 

“I was perfectly conscious all the time* 
and was sensitive to all the pain I was 
suffering.

Senator Stewart of Nevada Sees Strong 


Signs of Prosperity. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Senator Stewart

Tuohy’s reply to the charges was un- 
expectedly strong and the comm ’'ttee found 
themselves at a loss to carry out the pur- 
pose for which they were created, namely, 
to furnish the Archbishop with grounds for 
the removal of the pastor of Sr. Patrick's. 

They turned the documents in the case 
over to the metropolitan, and he put them 
in hie trunk and set out for Europe. On 
his way to the coast, he stopped over at 
Washington and dumped the whole matter 
on the apostolic delegate, saying he want- 
ed to wash his hands of it.

Wild Scene on the Grand Re- 
public When Their Pres- 
ence Became Known. 


ALMOST A PANIC FOLLOWED. 


Women and Children Shrieked 
and the Men Organized 
a Posse. 


Although the regular entertainment pro- 
vided by the Master Plumbers’ Association 
for the delectation of their guests on their 
annual steamboat excursion Wednesday to 
Washington Park was replete with enliven- 
ing features, there was one exciting incli- 
dent which occurred just as the steamer 
was nearing the wharf at 10:30 p. m. which 
eclipsed in Interest all the occurrences of 
the trip.

As the steamer Grand Republic, bearing

COFFEEN, Il, Aug. 12.—Notwithstand- 
ing their expressed determination to accept 
Receiver Mills’ offer of transportation out 
of the county, the mining crusaders have 
become ugly again and refuse to go. Frank 
Campbell, one of Bradley’s chief aids, 
kicked over the traces last evening and 
boarded a passing freight train for his 
home in Sorrento, but only two strikers ac- 
companied him. After arriving at Sorrento 
he sent Receiver Mills the following mes- 
sage: “‘They are trying to run a farewell 
bluff and say they won’t leave. It is my 
belief they will all get out to-morrow.” 

It is thought that the ugly temper of the 
strikers in camp was caused by Bradley's 
unexpected offer to vacate. Bradley begged 
to be allowed to parade through Coffeen be- 
fore breaking camp and acknowledged de- 
feat, but the officials were firm. Bradley 
said frankly he had to do something to 


hold his job as a General and he would 
be satisfied if the Mayor would permit him 
to parade under the escort of deputy 
sheriffe. 

It was feared last: night that the sur- 
render, coming so soon upon Bradley's de- 
flan nnouncement that strikers would re- 
mat ere indefinitely, was only a ruse to 
have vigilance relaxed and the opening 
taken advantage of. Sheriff Randall was not 
to be caught in such a trap and kept the 
town more carefully guarded last night 
than usual. The Sheriff has called a meet- 
ing of the County Supervisors here this 
afternoon. The board is expected to declare 
the strikers a nuisance and order them to 
leave at once. If the men refuse to go they | 


will be forced out. | me 


Bradley was not visible in the camp this ‘ 
morning. It was said he was in camp, but 
when called,he did not respond. J. M. Page 
Bradley’s other HMeutenant, said it was pos- 
sible some of the men might leave during 
the day, but just how many he did not 
know. Their chances to ride now are gone, 
The freight train passing at 6 o’clock this 
morning carried none away, and if they 
leave to-day they will have to walk. When 
the strikers leave here it is thought they 
will proceed to Murphysboro.

WAR ON CARELESS BICYCLE RIDERS 


—— 


Demand From All Classes of Cit- 
izens That the Ordinance 
Be Passed. 


DANGERS OF NIGHT RIDING. 


President of a South Side Club 
Tells of His Narrow Es- 
cape From Death. 


OPINION OF A CAB OWNER. 


He and the President of a Street 
Railway Describe the Risks 
Which Every Care- 
less Rider Runs. 


The demand for a bicycle law in St. Louts 
is general. It comes from all classes, in- 
cluding many of the most prominent wheel- 


the law makers of the city enact the bi- 
cycle ordinance now pending in the House 
of Delegates, or one like it. 

“I am most heartily in favor of that or- 
dinance,” said James C. Espy, President of 
the South Side Cycle Club, “‘for I know the 
dangers of night riding. Recently I was 
nearly killed, and I also nearly killed a little 
girl. It taught me a lesson I will never for- 
get. That lesson-is that a bicycle lamp is 
an absolute necessity if a rider wants to 
feel reasonably safe. 

“I was riding in Tower Grove Park and 
was leisurely wheeling around the east side 
of the road, keeping to the right. Making’ 
a sharp angle I saw something in front of 
me. Before I could throw myself from my 
wheel or check my speed there was a crash. 
Two lanterniess bicycles had come together. 
The rider with whom I collided was a 14- 
year-old girl. She was on the wrong side 
of the road, and instead of riding from 
right to left, as the little sign posts give 
warning, was riding the oval from lieft to 
right. 

“We were both thrown to the ground. I 
fell on top of the young girl and our wheels 
piled up on top of us. Both wheels were 
wrecked beyond repair. I had recently 
paid $10 for mine. 

“I scrambled to my feet and began to 
take care of the girl. She was insensible, 


- soon regained consciousness, She was 
adly frightened and prostrated. She com- 
Dlained of her shoulder and side, but no 
bones were broken, and I escorted her home 
dragging the remnants of her wheel behind 

Il was stiff and sore and carried a 
black eye for two weeks. The young girl 
has not since been on a wheel. Her mother 
has made her give up riding. ' 

“Had either of us been riding with 
a lamp that accident would not have hap- 
pened. I have often wondered at the for- 
tunate escape of the girl. I thought she 
was dead when I got to her. 

“Enforcing that bicycle ordinance would 
be easier than forcing the bicycle tax col- 
lections which the police are now doing. 

few arrests and then a light would be 
seen on every wheel out at night. 

“‘Racing bicyclists and sprinters do not 
favor the law, but it is my opinion that a 
great majority of those wheelmen who ride 
for the pleasure and the health toning the 
sport gives are with the Post-Dispatch and 
the proposed law,” 

Charles J. Meyer, ex-president of the Cab 
Owners’ Protective Association, _ thinks 
there should be a law compelling bicyclists 
to carry lights at night. 

“Not only should bicyclists carry lights, 
but all vehicles that use the streets at 
night, as well,”” he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“Public cabs and carriages are required 
by law to carry lights and why shouldn’t 
bicycles? They get the privileges of the 
streets as vehicles and should carry lights. 

“T don’t know anything about bicycle rid- 
ing, but I do know that bicycles have elven 
cab drivers all sorts of trouble and many 
bad scares at night. Frequently, my driv- 
ers have had the narrowest kind of escapes 
from running over bicyclists riding without 
lights at night. With these rubber tires on 
our wheels the bicycle rider cannot hear a 
approaching any more than we 
can hear him, and the only wonder is that 
there are not more accidents. We carry

SOME QUEER EXPERIENCES. 


Policeman Borrows a Wheel and

The campaign of the police against the 
riders of unlicensed bicycles is over. It 
was brief, but spirited. Nearly all the bi- 
cyclists who ride every day have paid thelr 
dollars into the City Treasury and have 
taken out their licenses. 

Almost every wheel is now provided with 
the Httle aluminum tag, which shows the 
tax of $1 has been paid on the wheel. 

Wednesday afternoon and evening the 
police were busy stopping riders and look- 
ing for their bicycle tags. Thursday after- 
noon and evening the bluecoats wil be 
given a rest. 

License Commissioner Kalbfell hag de- 
cided to call off the coppers for awhile. 
Their raids of Tuesday and Wednpeday 
brought. plenty of dollars into the/ City 
Treasury. The number of bicycle iicenses 
issued to date is 19,041. 

Of this number 1,320 were issued Wetines- 
day. The arrests had their effect. They 
made the owners of wheels pay up. 

It ig estimated that there are yet 4,500 
wheels in St. Louis upon which the tax 
has not been paid. These wheels are owned 
by men who only ride occasionally, and 
will be hard to get at. 

The police in the residence districts were 
as active Wednesday afternoon and é¢ven- 


ing as the day before. But the rid had

tags. 

Officers were atationed at the intersection 
of the paved streets and avenues in the 
West End. They did not find occasign to 
stop many wheelmen. 

The policemen stood at the corners and 
walked into the street at the approach of 
wheels. As the wheelmen rode by the of- 
ficers could see the little circular tag on the 
front of the wheel frame. They were al- 
lowed to pass on. 

In a number of cases the riders who 
were stopped carried their tags in their 
pockets. They had to show them and were 
warned to tie them to the wheels. The law 
says the tag must be fastened to the bi- 
cycle and kept in sight. 

t the head of Laclede avenue there were 
several amusing occurrences. Policeman 
Dundon let several unlicensed wheels es- 
cape him. When the next sprinted by he 
gave chase. 

The rider was a negro, and when called 


on he rode up to the officer as though to 
stop. Just as Dundon stretched out his 
hand to seize the handle bar of the wheel 
the negro turned suddenly and sprint 
east.

PLUTOCRATIC DOCTRINE. 

Senator Hanna was not in public life 
when he wrote to Atty.-Gen. Watson of 
Ohio in 1890 that “no man in public office 
owes the public anything.” 

We do not say that if this false and 
diabolical utterance had been published 
at the time he would never have been in 
public life. Its publication ought to de- 
stroy all chances of a public career for 
the author. The public officer who ad- 
heres to this doctrine is a traitor. 

But the interests to which this doctrine 
is agreeable are exceedingly powerful in 
politics, When Atty.-Gen. Watson was 
told that he ought not to antagonize the 
Standard Oll Co., because it was nearly 
as powerful as the United States, he was 
told the truth. Frequently it has proved 
itself the stronger. It has controlled the 
government and the courts. 

The trusts have just proved themselves 
stronger in the present administration 
than the people. They controlled Con- 
gress for their own purposes and dic- 
tated a tariff law which delivered the 
people into their hands to be plucked. 
The Standard Oil] Trust is strong enough, 
it is said, with the administration to 
keep Mr. Watson, who refused to be 
drawn or bribed into its service while in 
public office, from promised honors. 

t Was not necessary that this utter- 
ance be published to show where the 
political fealty of Senator Hanna was 
pledged. The Ohio Senator has clearly 
illustrated his doctrine in his political 
conduct. He bound his party to the 
plutocrats and it has industriously 
Berved its masters. It the first six 
months of Sts power it has done nothing 
for the people, but has strenuously en- 
deavored to pay its obligations to the 
trusts and syndicates who filled its cam- 
paign coffers, 

But the publication of the political 
motto of the plutocratic leader now in 
command of the dominant party is an 
excellent thing. It shows the people the 
kind of politics and the type of poli- 
ticlan now dominant. It exposes the 
fatal heresy to be stamped out in order 
to save this government for the people 
and to restore it to the honest and safe 
basis upon which it was placed by the 
Fathers.

THE CAUSE OF DISTURBANCE. 


Police Official Thinks the Use of 
Cocaine Makes the Prisoners 
Nervous and _  Impa- 
tient of Restraint. 


Angered’ at beine deprived of their re- 
creation hours and cut off from receiving 
vistts from friends, the negro prisoners in 
the jal] Wednesday night attempted a rep- 
etition of the turbulent demonstration of 
Monday night. That the attempt was a 
failure was due more to a fear of a ma- 
jority of the inmates that the deprivation 
of their privileges would be made perma- 
nent if outbreak occurred rather 
than to any apprehension of punishment at 
the hands of Jailer Wagner and his guards, 

At 8:30 Wednesday night Chief Night 
Guard Murray was startied by a series of 
blood-curdling yells from the cells occupied

by male negro prisoners. There were 
shrieks, hoots, curses and ear-splitting 
whistles 'ntermingied. 

Grasping their “black-jacks,’’ the guards 
went in search of the offenders. They lo- 
cated the no'tse in cel] 129, occupied by 


George Porter and Henry Scott, ring leaders 
in the former disturbance. These prisoners 
were hustled out of the cell and into the 
dungeon, 

For half an hour the 
prevailed, Just the 
gratulating gpm oe doar 
riot had been subdued 
series of shrieks and whistles from an- 
other quarter of the same tier of cells. 
The guards listened to the uproar for a few 
seconds and heard the prisoners signalling 
to friends on the outside during the chorus 
of yelis. Convinced by this second d'sturb- 
ance that there was a consplracy afoot, 
the guards made a rush for the upper cells. 

This time the disturbance was located in 
cell 111, occupied by Andrew Jackson and 
Wiliam Fletcher, who were also prominent 
in Monday's riot.

It then disposes 
of nine pleces of bric-a-brac and jewelry 
among her young women friends and rela- 
tives, including her aunt, three cousins and 
several Waltham associates, She had an ac- 
cident policy for $2,500 ana personal prop- 
erty appraised at $1,375 by her mother.

“On Tuesday, the 34 inst., there died in 
St. Louis, Louis Klein, a former contr‘bu- 
tor to the columne of the News-Democrat 
over the nom de plume of ‘Uncle Tom. 
In the eyes of the world he was a failure, 
for he 4'd not know how to make and hoard 
money. He died poor. 

“Yet mo more admirable and noble man 
than Louis Klein ever lived. There was 
not a streak of selfishness in his soul. He 
was as white a man as ever walked the 
earth. What he earned he willingly div‘'d- 
ed with the poor. He was magnanimous, 
gentlemanly and lovable. To lie or cheat 
wae in his eyes a crime, and he abhorred 
hypocrisy and hated every sham. 

“Poor though he was, he was a student 
and philosopher. He was, besides, a fluent 
writer, who cared as little about the 
frowns of those who fear the truth and 
would keep the world in darkness, if they 
could, as he did about. the riches of a 
Rockefeller or the titles of an empty-head- 
ed prince. His reason told him that kings 
were useless puppets and millionaires the 
accidental creatures of a social system, 
which, in its injustice and ite consequent 
‘nequalities, curses the world with want 
and misery and crime. 

“His heart beat for the common people, 
for the men and the'r families who suffer 
and toil and are fieeced. He was their

counszelor and their friend. He asked no 
pay for pleading their cause. He wanted 
neither office, nor fame, nor compensation 
of any other kind for what he did. 

‘He loved liberty and worshiped at the 
shrine of justice. He spoke for humanity, 
and dreamed of a better and a brighter 
day for our race. 

‘The smart called him a crank; the stu- 
pid an anarchist, a breeder of d'scontent; 
the enlightened and the brave knew that 
he was neither of these, but that he was 
a great man: a reformer of great abiity 
and worth: a man whose shoes men who 
have eat in the White House are not fit 
to shine. 

‘“‘Peace be to his ashes. May his long 
sleep be undisturbed. We loved him when 
he lived, and we love him still, though he 
is dead. There was no better man, no truer 
patriot, no more splend‘d citizen in this 
country than Louls Kle'n, ‘Uncle Tom.’ ”’
